Lo ren e Scho field is a liv ely talker in 
a jo b where the ability to in v o lv e 
o thers in co n v ersatio n is a n ecessity . 
Mrs. Scho field help s p eo p le co p e 
with emo tio n al p ro blems in her jo b as 
p sy chiatric n u rse with the Pickaway 
Co u n ty Men tal Health Clin ic. 
“ My go al is to main tain the lev el o f 
fu n ctio n in g o f my clien ts at the highest 
at all tim es," she said . "A small 
p ercen tage are ev en tu ally stabilized , 
bu t I’m realistically mo re co n cern ed 
with help in g them beco me fu n ctio n al 
again ." 
She is co o rd in ato r o f the clin ic’s 
after-ho sp italizatio n p ro gram an d 
p ro v id es su p p o rtiv e co u n selin g to 
abo u t 40 clien ts. 
Mrs. Scho field wo rks han d -in -han d 
with Dr. Dan Martin , a Co lu mbu s 
p sy chiatrist, in a p ro gram d esign ed to 
ease p rev io u sly ho sp italized clien ts 
back in to the co n u n u n ity . She co u n sels 
clien ts an d m akes certain they 
m ain tain 
p ro p er 
su p p lies 
o f 
p sy cho tro p ic d ru gs as p rescribed by 
Dr. Martin . 
"We can actu ally giv e mo re su p p o rt 
an d therap y than the ho sp itals," she 
said . Besid es makin g certain that 
clien ts are emo tio n ally p rep ared to 
retu rn to the co mmu n ity , she refers 
them to o ther agen cies fo r jo bs an d 
su p p o rtiv e serv ices. 
"I try to be a frien d who u n d erstan d s 
an d tries to help ,” she said . 
Mrs. Scho field is able to make ho me 
v isits an d ev en v isits clien ts in n u rsin g 
ho mes when p o ssible. In tern s fro m the 
Hu man Serv ices Techn ician p ro gram 


at Ohio Un iv ersity , Chillico the bran ch, 
will be assistin g with ho me v isits, she 
said . 
Mrs. Scho field , a registered n u rse, 
has a v aried backgro u n d in the n u rsin g 
field . After serv in g fo r n in e y ears as a 
staff n u rse at Berger Ho sp ital, she was 
emp lo y ed at an OB-GYN clin ic in 
Co lu mbu s to wo rk with birth co n tro l, 
ho rmo n e, in fertility , v en ereal d isease, 
an d o ther related p ro blems. 
An d , mo st recen tly , she wo rked as a 
staff n u rse at Veteran ’s Ho sp ital, 
Chillico the, 
where 
she 
tackled 
p ro blems in family care p lacemen t 
an d alco ho lism by u sin g reality 
therap y , gro u p an d in d iv id u al therap y , 
tran sactio n al 
an aly sis, 
family 
therap y , assertiv e train in g, an d 
alco ho lism ed u catio n an d co u n selin g. 
She to o k o v er d u ties with the 
Pickaway Co u n ty Men tal Health Clin ic 
in May . The clin ic is a satellite o f the 
Scio to -Pain t Valley Men tal Health 
Cen ter. 
The jo b is "reward in g," bu t Mrs. 
Scho field lias alread y u n co v ered a 
p attern o f "u p an d d o wn cy clic 
p ro blems. As the eco n o my go es u p an d 
mo re p eo p le liav e tro u ble fin d in g 
wo rk, I can see d efin ite sign s o f 
d ep ressio n ,” she said . 
She tries to attack im m ed iate 
p ro blems an d then settles in to a p erio d 
o f lo n g-term therap y . 
Mrs. Scho field tries to "fo rm a 
relatio n ship ” with her clien ts. " I’ll 
talk with them u n til they are read y to 
share with me. We can ’t let them shu t 
o u t the wo rld . We mu st ad o p t a mo re 
hu man istic attitu d e. After all," she 
said ," we all hav e p ro blems.”

The d ifferen ce in sen ten ces sp arked 
a d emo n stratio n Frid ay an d ren ewed 
criticism o f the state’s allo win g ju d ges 
to han d o u t sen ten ces ran gin g fro m 
n o thin g to 10 y ears fo r co n v ictio n o f 
n egligen t ho micid e. 
There hav e been v ario u s p ro p o sals 
befo re the legislatu re to limit sen ­ 
ten cin g d iscretio n in su ch ho micid e 
cases, bu t n o n e has beco me law. 
"I kn o w he d eserv ed so me time," 
said Marlen e Dey ette, 29, rain so akin g 
her hair an d streamin g d o wn her face 
as she jo in ed 16 o ther d emo n strato rs 
o u tsid e the Co u n ty -City bu ild in g o n 
Frid ay . “Bu t p eo p le are n o t gettin g 
eq u al ju stice in o u r co u rts. This ju d ge 
was in a bad mo o d so he gav e my 
hu sban d 10 y ears.” 
Her hu sban d , Earl, 34, was sen ­ 
ten ced o n Tu esd ay by Pierce Co u n ty 
Su p erio r Co u rt Ju d ge E. Albert 
Mo rriso n . Dey ette p lead ed gu ilty last 
Ap ril 11 to bein g in to x icated when his 
p icku p tru ck cro ssed the cen ter lin e o f 
the Narro ws Brid ge an d stru ck a sed an 
head -o n , killin g two Gig H arbo r 
teen agers. 
On Mo n d ay , Ju d ge Wald o F. Sto n e, 
sen ten ced San key , 21, to 10 d ay s fo r 
n egligen t ho micid e in a March 19 au to 
accid en t in d o wn to wn Pu y allu p . He 
had ru n a red light an d stru ck a p arked 
car, killin g three. 
In sen ten cin g Dey ette to 10 y ears, 
Mo rriso n said that the lighter sen ten ce 
receiv ed by San key was a "mo ckery o f 
ju stice." 
Amo n g the p ro testers o n 
han d 
Frid ay were Dey ette's p aren ts an d lu s 
11-y ear-o ld d au ghter, Sherry , who 
carried a sign say in g: "I n eed my 
d ad d y .” 
In bo th the San key an d the Dey ette 
cases, p ro batio n was reco mmen d ed by 
p ro secu tio n an d d efen se atto rn ey s, 
p re-sen ten ce rep o rts an d by the 
families o f all fiv e v ictims.

Carter cho se a small Air Fo rce jet

He 
sched u led a sp eech at the Civ ic Cen ter 
there an d then arran ged to fly to 
No rfo lk fo r a sp eech at the No rfo lk 
Azalea Gard en s. 
He was to fly by helico p ter fo r an 
ev en in g sp eech at the Williamsbu rg 
Co n v en tio n Cen ter — his first v isit to 
the co lo n ial city sin ce his third an d 
fin al d ebate in last y ear’s p resid en tial 
camp aign . The Presid en t p lan n ed to 
retu rn to Washin gto n by helico p ter 
after the sto p at W illiam sbu rg, 
arriv in g in time fo r a sp eech in 
Washin gto n to the Co n gressio n al Black 
Cau cu s. 
Carter has mad e o n ly o n e o ther 
p o litical trip d u rin g the cu rren t 
au tu m n cam p aign . He sp o ke in 
Newark an d Tren to n two weeks ago 
while camp aign in g fo r New Jersey 
Go v . Bren d an T. By rn e’s re-electio n . 
He also flew to New Yo rk in Ju n e fo r 
a D em o cratic p arty fu n d raisin g 
d in n er. 
With mo re than six weeks remain in g 
u n til electio n d ay , the Virgin ia race 
alread y has tu rn ed bitter. 
Dalto n , a m illio n aire an d the 
ad o p ted so n o f a fed eral ju d ge, an d 
Ho well, a fo rmer lieu ten an t go v ern o r 
who has ru n two u n su ccessfu l cam­ 
p aign s fo r the go v ern o rship , hav e 
mad e eight jo in t ap p earan ces.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The White 
Ho u se, u n d er p ressu re fro m bu sin ess

legislatio n p ro hibitin g m an d ato ry 
retiremen t at 65. 
Co n gressio n al so u rces d isclo sed 
Frid ay that Presid en t Carter mad e the 
req u est fo r a o n e-y ear d elay in a letter 
to the Sen ate Hu man Reso u rces 
Co n u iu ttee. The p an el is ex p ected to 
co mp lete wo rk n ex t week o n a bill 
settin g 70 as the age at which em­ 
p lo y ers may fo rce their wo rkers to 
retire. 
The Ho u se p assed a measu re Frid ay 
to raise the man d ato ry retiremen t age 
fro m 65 to 70 fo r abo u t 70 p er cen t o f 
tho se emp lo y ed in p riv ate bu sin esses. 


The bill, ap p ro v ed 35 9-4, also wo u ld 
ban man d ato ry retiremen t at an y age 
in the fed eral go v ern men t. Nearly all 
fed eral wo rkers n o w are su bject to 
man d ato ry retiremen t at age 70. 


The p ro v isio n in the Ho u se bill af­ 
fectin g tho se in p riv ate emp lo y men t 
wo u ld go in to effect 180 d ay s after fin al 
ap p ro v al. The p o rtio n o f the bill af­ 
fectin g fed eral wo rkers wo u ld take 
effect u mn ed iately . 


The Sen ate p ro p o sal wo u ld n o t alter 
cu rren t law o n fed eral emp lo y es.

The mo v ie, bein g filmed in Lo s 
An geles Co u n ty an d starrin g Bu rt 
lan caster, tells abo u t a gro u p o f

Fo r Vo Nghia, a 30-y ear-o ld fo rmer 
helico p ter p ilo t with a wife an d fo u r 
child ren , his ro le m the film is his first 
jo b in America. He has been liv in g o n 
$5 42-a-mo n th welfare while stu d y in g 
acco u n tin g in Orego n .

Helps Her Clients 
With Problems

Lorene Schofield is a lively talker in 
a job where the ability to involve 
others in conversation is a necessity. 
Mrs. Schofield helps people cope 
with emotional problems in her job as 
psychiatric nurse with the Pickaway 
County Mental Health Clinic. 
"My goal is to maintain the level of 
functioning of my clients at the highest 
at all times,” she said. “A small 
percentage are eventually stabilized, 
but I’m realistically more concerned 
with helping them become functional 
again.” 
She is coordinator of the clinic’s 
after-hospitalization program and 
provides supportive counseling to 
about 40 clients. 
Mrs. Schofield works hand-in-hand 
with Dr. Dan Martin, a Columbus 
psychiatrist, in a program designed to 
ease previously hospitalized clients 
back into the community. She counsels 
clients and makes certain they 
maintain 
proper 
supplies 
of 
psychotropic drugs as prescribed by 
Dr. Martin. 
"We can actually give more support 
and therapy than the hospitals,” she 
said. Besides making certain that 
clients are emotionally prepared to 
return to the community, she refers 
them to other agencies for jobs and 
supportive services. 
“I try to be a friend who understands 
and tries to help,” she said. 
Mrs. Schofield is able to make home 
visits and even visits clients in nursing 
homes when possible. Interns from the 
Human Services Technician program 


at Ohio University, Chillicothe branch, 
will be assisting with home visits, she 
said. 
Mrs. Schofield, a registered nurse, 
has a varied background in the nursing 
field. After serving for nine years as a 
staff nurse at Berger Hospital, she was 
employed at an OB-GYN clinic in 
Columbus to work with birth control, 
hormone, infertility, venereal disease, 
and other related problems. 
And, most recently, she worked as a 
staff nurse at Veteran’s Hospital, 
Chillicothe, 
where 
she 
tackled 
problems in family care placement 
and alcoholism by using reality 
therapy, group and individual therapy, 
transactional 
analysis, 
family 
therapy, assertive training, and 
alcoholism education and counseling. 
She took over duties with the 
Pickaway County Mental Health Clinic 
in May. The clinic is a satellite of the 
Scioto-Paint Valley Mental Health 
Center. 
The job is “rewarding,” but Mrs. 
Schofield has already uncovered a 
pattern of "up and down cyclic 
problems. As the economy goes up and 
more people have trouble finding 
work, I can see definite signs of 
depression,” she said. 
She tries to attack immediate 
problems and then settles in to a period 
of long-term therapy. 
Mrs. Schofield tries to “form a 
relationship” with her clients. “ITI 
talk with them until they are ready to 
share with me. We can’t let them shut 
out the world. We must adopt a more 
humanistic attitude. After all,” she 
said,” we all have problems.”

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killed two people. He drew a 10-year 
prison term for negligent homicide. 
The difference in sentences sparked 
a demonstration Friday and renewed 
criticism of the state’s allowing judges 
to tiand out sentences ranging from 
nothing to IO years for conviction of 
negligent homicide. 
There have been various proposals 
before the legislature to limit sen­ 
tencing discretion in such homicide 
cases, but none has become law. 
"I know he deserved some time,” 
said Marlene Deyette, 29, rain soaking 
her hair and streaming down her face 
as she joined 16 other demonstrators 
outside the County-City building on 
Friday. “But people are not getting 
equal justice in our courts. This judge 
was in a bad mood so he gave my 
husband IO years.” 
Her husband, Earl, 34, was sen­ 
tenced on Tuesday by Pierce County 
Superior Court Judge E. Albert 
Morrison. Deyette pleaded guilty last 
April ll to being intoxicated when his 
pickup truck crossed the center line of 
the Narrows Bridge and struck a sedan 
head-on, killing two Gig Harbor 
teenagers. 
On Monday, Judge Waldo F. Stone, 
sentenced Sankey, 21, to IO days for 
negligent homicide in a March 19 auto 
accident in downtown Puyallup. He 
had run a red light and struck a parked 
car, killing three. 
In sentencing Deyette to IO years, 
Morrison said that the lighter sentence 
received by Sankey was a “mockery of 
justice." 
Among the protesters on hand 
Friday were Deyette’s parents and his 
11-year-old daughter, Sherry, who 
carried a sign saying: “I need my 
daddy.” 
In both the Sankey and the Deyette 
cases, probation was recommended by 
prosecution and defense attorneys, 
pre-sentence reports and by the 
families of all five victims.

The two sides have conceded they 
will be unable to reach a new 
agreement before the Oct. 3 expiration 
date of the 1972 Strategic Arms 
Limitation Treaty. The treaty sets 
limits on land-based and sub- 
marinelaunched 
intercontinental 
ballistic missiles of the two super­ 
powers.

Democrats 
are hoping the presidential visit will 
help swing the momentum back to 
their candidate.

scheduled a speech at the Civic Center 
there and then arranged to fly to 
Norfolk for a speech at the Norfolk 
Azalea Gardens. 
He was to fly by helicopter for an 
evening speech at the Williamsburg 
Convention Center — his first visit to 
tile colonial city since his third and 
final debate in last year's presidential 
campaign. The President planned to 
return to Washington by helicopter 
after the stop at Williamsburg, 
arriving rn time for a speech in 
Washington to the Congressional Black 
Caucus. 
Carter has made only one other 
political trip during the current 
autumn campaign. He spoke in 
Newark and Trenton two weeks ago 
while campaigning for New Jersey 
Gov. Brendan T. Byrne’s re-election. 
He also flew to New York in June for 
a Democratic party fundraising 
dinner. 
With more than six weeks remaining 
until election day, the Virginia race 
already lias turned bitter.. 
Dalton, a millionaire and the 
adopted son of a federal judge, and 
Howell, a former lieutenant governor 
who lias run two unsuccessful cam­ 
paigns for the governorship, have 
made eight joint appearances. But the 
Republican has refused to take part in 
any more with Howell, including a * 
scheduled debate in October.

Congress Asked For Delay 
On Mandatory Retirement Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The White 
House, under pressure from business 
and education groups, is asking 
Congress to delay the effect of 
legislation prohibiting mandatory 
retirement at 65. 
Congressional sources disclosed 
Friday that President Carter made the 
request for a one-year delay in a letter 
to the Senate Human Resources 
Committee. The panel is expected to 
complete work next week on a bill 
setting 70 as the age at which em­ 
ployers may force their workers to 
retire. 
The House passed a measure Friday 
to raise the mandatory retirement age 
from 65 to 70 for about 70 per cent of 
those employed in private businesses. 


The bill, approved 359-4, also would 
ban mandatory retirement at any age 
in the federal government. Nearly all 
federal workers now are subject to 
mandatory retirement at age 70. 


The provision in the House bill af­ 
fecting those in private employment 
would go into effect 180 days after final 
approval. The portion of the bill af­ 
fecting federal workers would take 
effect inunediately. 


The Senate proposal would not alter 
current law on federal employes. 
Business and higher education 
groups have mounted an intensive 
lobbying effort to head off the bill 
which had been expected earlier to 
breeze through the Senate and receive 
Judge Allows White Woman 
To Attend Medical School 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) - In a

California's minority admissions 
program, a federal judge has ordered 
the admission of Rita Clancy, a white 
medical school applicant. 
Mrs. Clancy, a 22-year-old Russian 
unmigrant, will enter classes next 
Monday at the UC Davis medical 
school, which had placed her at the top 
of its waiting list. 
U.S. District Court Judge Thomas 
MacBride 
issued 
a 
temporary 
restraining order 
Friday 
night 
requiring the university to admit her. 
He said there was "a good likelihood” 
she would have been admitted but for a 
program reserving 16 of the IOO places 
in each medical school class for 
disadvantaged minorities. 
While the legality of minority ad­ 
missions remains to be resolved in the 
case of Allan Bakke, now before the 
U.S. Supreme Court, Mrs. Clancy 
would suffer if she were not admitted 
immediately, MacBride said. 
Bakke, another wtute student, was 
rejected by the Davis medical school 
in 1973 and 1974, and was not placed on 
the waiting list. He filed suit, saying 
less qualified mononties were ad­ 
mitted under the special admissions 
program. 
The California Supreme Court ruled 
last year tliat the program violated 
Bakke’s equal-protection rights under 
the 14th Amendment to the U.S. 
Constituion, and ordered him ad­ 
mitted. But the U.S. Supreme Court 
blocked that ruling from taking effect 
while the university appealed. 
In a long-awaited friend-of-the-court 
brief submitted this week, the Justice 
Department argued that the California 
Supreme Court was wrong in its 
decision. 
The nation's high court is scheduled 
to hear arguments in the Bakke case 
Oct. 12. A ruling in favor of Bakke 
could effect minority-preference 


programs in schools nationwide. 
The university contends that without 
a program that uses race as a criterion 
for admission, its classes would be 
virtually all-white.

O h io Reports Record W heat Yield 


By GEO RGE HAMRICK

Agriculture 
Despite the fact that 1977 acreage of 
soft red winter wheat harvested in 
Ohio was about 1.54 million acres (a 
drop of 110,000 acres compared to 
1976), estimated total production for 
the state was 72 million bushels — 6 
million more than the 1976 crop. 
Dr. 
H. 
M. 
Lafever, 
research 
agronomist at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center, 
reports that the average statewide 
yield per acre for 1977 was 47 bushels 
— 2 bushels per acre above the 
previous record set in 1972. So, even 
though growing conditions for wheat in 
1976-77 were somewhat unusual, they 
would 
have 
to 
be 
described 
as 
generally favorable in view of the 
record yields reported. 
Based on 5-year trials (1973-77) at 
eight locations throughout the state, 
currently recommended varieties are 
Abe, Arthur, Arthur 71, Beau, Logan, 
Oasis, and Ruler. Of these, Ruler leads 
the pack with an average yield per 
acre of 54.6 followed closely by Ijogan 
with 53.1, Arthur 71 has the lowest 
average yield of the recommended 
varieties (47.5 bushels per acre). 
Yields for the other recommended 
varieties are, Abe, 49.0; Arthur, 48.3; 
Beau, 49.0; and Oasis, 48.9. 
A number of new varieties and lines 
were tested for the first time in Ohio 
this year and a few appear promising. 
Further testing of these varieties and 
lines are planned because one year’s 
data are insufficient for valid com­ 
parisons. 
One promising new variety, ac­ 
cording to Lafever, is Hart - a 
Missouri-developed entry which has 
been tested since 1973 in preliminary 
trials. Ijafever says some lucky Ohio 
farmers may find some limited 
quantities of Hart for fall seeding. He 
adds that he is encouraging seedsmen

Capital spending by business is ex­ 
pected to reach over 5136 billion in 1977 
or 13 per cent more than in 1976.

The provisions in the Food 
and Agriculture Act of 1977, which 
needs approval, include (a) price 
support for 1977 and 1978 at not less 
than 13.5 cents per pound (raw sugar 
equivalent) through loans or pur­ 
chases, (b) suspension of the program 
when the international agreement 
maintains U. S. sugar prices at 13.5 
cents per pound, and (c) establishes 
miminum wage rates for agricultural 
employees engaged in the production 
of sugar. Import restriction may be 
necessary to hold down program costs. 
Soviet grain harvest is hampered by 
wet weather and equipment troubles. 
Downpours in widespread areas of the 
USSR are interrupting harvest and 
down gain plus uneven ripening 
creates mechanical problems. Earlier 
expectations were for a crop near last 
year’s record of 223 MMT. Lower 1977 
output probably will not send USSR 
into world grain markets as they have 
built up a carryover. They will buy the 
6 MMT of wheat and com from the U. 
S. according to negotiated agreement.

Hello from the north country! In a 
Michigan antique shop, I found the 
answer to a question on my desk. A 
homemaker wanted directions for 
pickled tongue. A search through 
bulletins and books yielded no recipe, 
but the following is from my new “ old" 
acquisition, the White House Cook 
Book, first copyrighted in 1887, and 
reprinted at least until 1929 (from 
which this recipe is quoted). 
Spiced Beef Tongue: Rub into each 
tongue a mixture made of half a pound 
of brown sugar, a piece of saltpeter the 
size of a pea and a tablespoonful of 
ground cloves; put it in a brine made of 
three-quarters of a pound of salt to two 
quarts of water and keep covered. 
Pickle two weeks, then wash well and 
dry with a cloth; roll out a thin paste 
made of flour and water, smear it all 
over the tongue and place in a pan to 
bake slowly; baste well with lard and 
hot water; when done scrape off the 
paste and skin. 
Very often I get requests for unusual 
directions and of course not everything 
has been laboratory tested so that I 
can “ recommend" it. This is one of 
those cases! If you try it, let me know 
how it turns out, but remember it’s not 
from a recipe-tested bulletin.

The flam m ability of children’s 
clothing has always been a cause for 
concern, as noted in these directions 
(pp 553): “ By putting an ounce of alum 
or sal ammoniac in the last water in 
which muslins or cottons are rinsed, or 
a similar quantity in the starch in 
which they are stiffened, they will be 
rendered almost uninflammable; or, 
at least, will with difficulty take the 
fire, and if they do, will bum without 
flame. It is astonishing that this simple 
precaution is so rarely adopted.

Despite the fact that 1977 acreage of 
soft red winter wheat harvested in 
Ohio was about 1.54 million acres (a 
drop of 110,000 acres compared to 
1976), estimated total production for 
the state was 72 million bushels — 6 
million more than the 1976 crop. 
Dr. H. M. Lafever, research 
agronomist at the Ohio Agricultural 
Research and Development Center, 
reports that the average statewide 
yield per acre for 1977 was 47 bushels 
— 2 bushels per acre above the 
previous record set in 1972. So, even 
though growing conditions for wheat in 
1976-77 were somewhat unusual, they 
would have to be described as 
generally favorable in view of the 
record yields reported. 
Based on 5-year trials (1973-77) at 
eight locations throughout the state, 
currently recommended varieties are 
Abe, Arthur, Arthur 71, Beau, Logan, 
Oasis, and Ruler. Of these, Ruler leads 
the pack with an average yield per 
acre of 54.6 followed closely by Logan 
with 53.1. Arthur 71 has the lowest 
average yield of the recommended 
varieties (47.5 bushels per acre). 
Yields for the other recommended 
varieties are, Abe, 49.0; Arthur, 48.3; 
Beau, 49.0; and Oasis, 48.9. 
A number of new varieties and lines 
were tested for the first time in Ohio 
this year and a few appear promising. 
Further testing of these varieties and 
lines are planned because one year’s 
data are insufficient for valid com­ 
parisons. 
One promising new variety, ac­ 
cording to Lafever, is Hart - a 
Missouri-developed entry which has 
been tested since 1973 in preliminary 
trials. Lafever says some lucky Ohio 
farm ers may find some limited 
quantities of Hart for fall seeding. He

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News For Homemakers

Hello from the north country! In a 
Michigan antique shop, I found the 
answer to a question on my desk. A 
homemaker wanted directions for 
pickled tongue. A search through 
bulletins and books yielded no recipe, 
but the following is from my new “old” 
acquisition, the White House Cook 
Book, first copyrighted in 1887, and 
reprinted at least until 1929 (from 
which this recipe is quoted). 
Spiced Beef Tongue: Rub into each 
tongue a mixture made of half a pound 
of brown sugar, a piece of saltpeter the 
size of a pea and a tablespoonful of 
ground cloves; put it in a brine made of 
three-quarters of a pound of salt to two 
quarts of water and keep covered. 
Pickle two weeks, then wash well and 
dry with a cloth; roll out a thin paste 
made of flour and water, smear it all 
over the tongue and place in a pan to 
bake slowly; baste well with lard and 
hot water; when done scrape off the 
paste and skin. 
Very often I get requests for unusual 
directions and of course not everything 
has been laboratory tested so that I 
can “recommend” it. This is one of 
those cases! If you try it, let me know 
how it turns out, but remember ifs not 
from a recipe-tested bulletin.

Food faddists h ave attributed to 
vitamin E value in th e treatment of 
h eart conditions, value for stop p ing th e 
p rocess of aging, value in certain cases 
of cancer, value in p rotecting h umans 
from smog and p ollution, and esp ecial 
value in sexual h ealth . 
Th ese values h ave not been sub­ 
stantiated by th e scientific research 
th at is now being accumulated from 
laboratories all over th e country. 
It is true th at vitamin E may yet be 
found to be beneficial, yet overdoses of 
th is vitamin taken with out p rop er 
guidance may be fraugh t with danger.

marijuana - she smoked it once, and 
said she never would again, because it 
slowed her down. And anything that 
slowed her down was not for Karen.” 
Joe remembered that during the first 
night at the hospital, “the way the 
doctor put it - that if Karen was taking 
drugs, then it wouldn’t be so serious 
because they could treat her for it - 
Julie and I found ourselves praying 
that it was drugs that caused the coma. 
“But it wasn’t. AU the drug tests 
turned out negative.” 
The sensationalizing of the story of 
Karen Quinlan caused intense anguish 
to her parents, deeply devout CathoUcs 
who felt the need to set the record 
straight. “When you’re a Christian,” 
Joe said, “you’re taught to turn the 
other cheek. But they weren’t hitting 
us, they were hitting someone who’s 
defenseless.” 
In the more than a year spent close 
to the family, priests, lawyer and 
young friends of Karen, I have come to 
feel that she, herself, was a uniquely 
gifted person. Bright, imaginative, 
athletic, a poet - Karen played piano by 
ear, and had (as cassettes of her 
singing show clearly) a lovely voice. 
She was a leader, and a daredevil: she 
always swam the farthest, dived the 
deepest; climbed the highest and 
drove her car the fastest, of anyone 
who knew her. 
It was her exhilaration and vitaUty, 
throughout life, which caused her 
parents and her brother and sister to 
come to the painful decision, with the 
support of the family priest, that 
“Karen would never want this” - the 
lifeless life she faced in a coma, 
without hope of recovery. 
Did Karen sense what was about to 
happen to her, when she made her 
predictions of an early death and a 
place in history? Julie says, “Karen 
was always extremely intuitive. She 
was also almost incapable of telling a 
lie. From the things she said to me 
over the years, maybe she had an 
insight. 
"She often talked to me, 
for 
example, about not wanting to be kept 
alive by machines if something 
terrible should happen to her. And she 
asked me to be sure to donate her eyes 
to an eye bank if she died. And on her 
first day on the job when she worked at 
the Microy Plastics Company, she took 
><ut a |5,000 life insurance policy with 
(her sister) Mary Ellen as beneficiary, 
and she came home that day and told 
her sister about it. ‘If I die,’ she told 
Mary Ellen, ‘You’ll be all right.’ ” 
The mysteries of the human mind, 
like tile mysteries of religion, are 
beyond our comprehension. Perhaps 
that is best. But how I wish I could 
have known Karen Quinlan. 
“Because maybe she did know,” 
says her mother wistfully, “something 
that the rest of us were not privileged 
to know.”

Dear Mr. C.: 
I must confess I am confused. Why 
should I assume that you would take 
my advice when you seem to have 
ignored the advice of other doctors? 
Vitamin E in all its forms is known 
as a tocopherol. They were made from 
vegetable oils and quickly captured 
the imagination of the public. 
Food faddists have attributed to 
vitamin E value in the treatment of 
heart conditions, value for stopping the 
process of aging, value in certain cases 
of cancer, value in protecting humans 
from smog and pollution, and especial 
value in sexual health. 
These values have not been sub­ 
stantiated by the scientific research 
that is now being accumulated from 
laboratories all over the country. 
It is true that vitamin E may yet be 
found to be beneficial, yet overdoses of 
this vitamin taken without proper 
guidance may be fraught with danger. 
Vitamin E is a fat-soluble vitamin. 
Therefore, it accumulates in the body, 
especially in the liver, in the pancreas 
and in other organs. 
You should use it only in moderate 
doses, for periods established by your 
doctor, lf there are any beneficial 
effects you may then be a recipient 
without taking the risk of overdoses. 
The final answer on vitamin E is not 
in, but research continues.

I’ve been told that 
this is a “pterygium.” Can this grow 
more and affect my vision?

Dear Miss R.: 
Your doctor undoubtedly has told 
you that this condition is not a serious 
one. It cannot cause blindness. It is not 
cancerous. 
A pterygium is a triangular 
thickening of the conjunctiva, the 
delicate lining that covers the eye. 
Only in very rare cases does it extend 
from its original site in the corner of 
the eye. If it does, simple and safe 
surgery can readily correct it.

Logan Elm escaped from Berne 
Union Friday with an 18-13 win over a 
good Rocket team in a Mid State 
League football game marred by 
penalties.

After calming down, Frost com­ 
mented that “we didn’t play good ball 
the first half, but it was a good team 
effort in the second half that won the 
game.
